SOUTHEASTERN ILLINOIS ELECTRIC CO-OPERATIVE moved out of the building in top photo, 
familiarly known as the “REA garage” in northeast Harrisburg, a few days ago, and although there is 
no announcement from the company, it is reported that the Halliburton Oil Well Cementing Co. has 
leased the structure for a five-year period and will move into it. The SEIEC moved its general head­ 
quarters to Eldorado several years ago but kept its concrete building on Route 45 for warehouse pur­ 
poses. Now, however, it has moved out and the co-op has erected a 40 by IOO feet metal Butler build­ 
ing, shown in the lower photo, immediately north of its headquarters building on Route 142 south 
of Eldorado for a warehouse, To the left in the photo can be seen a four-foot retaining wall, which 
has been filled in by levelling off the premises, and has been surfaced with rock. 
Heavy line con­ 
struction equipment materials are kept on the dock. 
The retaining wall runs for 500 feet but only 
a portion is shown.

son has arrived for Illinoisans. 
Prof William R Borstall of the 
University of Illinois today said 
that heavy rains and warm weath­ 
er in many parts of the state dur­ 
ing the last two weeks of June 
have sped development of millions 
of mosquito eggs 
Normally this 
combination of wide-spread rata 
and warm temperatures does not 
come until the first week of July. 
Ten days after 
hatching, the 
winged stingers are out for blood. 
So now and the first three weeks 
of July will be a time of slapping 
and scratching for humans. And j 
later in the summer there may j 
be a second generation of mos­ 
quitoes 
The Illinois 
entomologist 
h a s! 
studied the brown woods mosquito 
in the state from Chicago to Cairo 
He has found that the female 
adult mosquitoes unerringly seek 
out floodplains—lands subject to I 
Rodding—to lay their eggs. This I 
comes during June and the early * 
part oi July, and perhaps later in 
the summer for a second genera- j 
tion. 
The eggs may lay dormant for 
a year or more, but they will not 
hatch until submerged by waters 
of warm temperatures—about IO 
degrees Fahrenheit. When heavy 
summer rams come flooding bot­ 
tom lands and banks of streams 


j with warm water the eggs immed­ 
iately hatch Horsfall says. 


J 
In about a week or IO days the 
tiny wigglers turn into tumblers 
j and then become flying adults, one- 
quarter inch in length. 
! 
Taking to the air, the adults seek 


i their necessary blood meals—from 
1 warm blooded animals or humans 
—ta nearby urban areas. 
They start flying from the flood- 
lands at dusk, aiming toward light­ 
ed and hazy horizons that mean 
centers of population. Thus, Chi­ 
cago and its suburbs will attract 
millions of mosquitoes from the 
Des Plaines and Fox River val­ 
leys. Other communities will get 
their swarms from nearby streams, 
rivers, and pools.

If the producers accept quotas— 
ran they have for several years — 
the government will support 1957 
wheat at $2 a bushel. If they dis­ 
approve quotas, the available sup­ 
port level will be 50 per cent of 
parity, 
or about HJR 
cents a 
bushel.
